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Hensol fanner in despair 
after spate of sheep attacks

A SHEEP farmer in the 
Vale is “at the end of his 
tether” after a series of 
attacks by a dog or dogs 
since July. 

The attacks all took place in 
the Hensol area and in the first 
attack (in July) six ewes were 
killed by a dog and eight injured. 

This included lambs which 
never grew to any significant 
weight afterwards. One of the 
ewes killed was a Texel that he 
had only purchased two weeks 
before and after worming and 
bolusing her, she was killed by a 
dog. This attack alone cost him 
in excess of £1,800 including 
loss of the ewes, vet fees and 


disposal fees. 

The sheep were being grazed 
on land where there is no public 
right of way. 

However, this month there 
have been more attacks. South 
Wales Police reported that “more 
than nine sheep have been killed 
and a further six injured during 
three separate attacks which have 
occurred in the space of five 
days”. 

A spokeswoman for FUW told 
The GEM: “He is at the end of 
his tether, as he only has a small 
flock of 100 sheep and he is 
close to giving farming up 
completely.” 

The attacks have all occurred 
in Hensol and it is believed the 


same dog - the black one 
pictured - is attacking the sheep. 

Sheep can suffer from vicious 
attacks by dogs which often, but 
not always, cause significant 
injury. But even if the sheep is 
not bitten, the stress of a chase 
from a dog can very easily result 
in a pregnant animal aborting its 
lamb. 

Anybody who does let their 
dogs loose on farm land at this 
time of year faces the real 
prospect of their dog being 
killed, as farmers are legally 
entitled to shoot a dog if it is 
threatening the welfare of their 
livestock.

‘St Athan is perfect 
location for the 
aerospace industry’ 


1 FEEL that I must comment on the 
letter from ‘Name and Address 
Supplied’ regarding the proposed new 
Northern Access Road to the St Athan 
Aerospace Business Park.

The current bad news regarding the loss of jobs 
in BAe could almost certainly have been avoided if 
the British Government supported the industry, 
rather than seemingly adopting a ‘buy American’ 
policy. They could certainly benefit from adopting 
President Trump’s policy of putting their own 
country first. 

For example, in recent years, we have scrapped 
British-built Nimrod maritime reconnaissance 
aircraft, in order to purchase American-built Boeing

Poseidon aircraft. Our Harrier fleet was scrapped, 
and eventually our aircraft carriers will be equipped 
with American F35 aircraft. F35s will also 
progressively equip the Royal Air Force, instead of 
British-built Typhoons. One could argue that the 
F35 will eventually be a more capable aircraft, but 
it also costs a lot more. 

Other countries negotiate work sharing 
agreements that offset the costs of government 
procured aircraft, and bring jobs to their country. 
Our government seems to be adverse to these 
agreements that could generate British jobs. 

Not so long ago, St Athan was the place of work 
for more than 3,000 highly trained and well-paid 
staff, myself included. 

The government at the time, which was a 
different political colour to the one in Westminster 
today, put paid to that at the swipe of a pen. This 
was despite St Athan having some of the best 
hangar facilities in Britain. Now this is to be the 
home of a car factory. 

Let us also remember the 100 aviation 
apprenticeships a year that were lost to the young 
people of south Wales when the DARA Training 
Centre closed. 

If the Welsh Assembly and the Vale Council are 
serious about developing the St Athan Aerospace 
Business Park, they need to formulate financial 
incentives to encourage companies to relocate here; 
and to support the ones who do so. 

St Athan is a perfect location for the Aerospace 
Business Park, with two dedicated aerospace 
training facilities, including the one at which I work 
on its doorstep and a pool of former aircraft 
technicians from which to recruit. 

It needs to be supported, and grown for the 
benefit of the Vale and Wales itself. 

This is all regardless of discussions on whether 
or not it needs a new road to it.

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‘Agricultural hub’ for 
Cowbridge in proposed 
development of market site 


THE Vale Council 
is pressing ahead 
with an ambitious 
plan to boost 
Cowbridge town 
centre by 

regenerating the 
Livestock Market 
site following 
approval by 

Cabinet this week. 

The proposals include 
the redevelopment of the 
site through the 
relocation of the existing 
Livestock Market to an 
edge of town site. Part of 
the redevelopment will 
include the provision for 
the Vale Market 
Community Enterprise 
(VMCE) to erect The 
Exchange’, a new 
community building on 
the site alongside much 
needed improvements to 
public car parking. 

There is a possibility 
the town wall can be 
restored by the Charter 
Trust, subject to 
funding, viability and 
statutory consents. 

This plan has been set 
out by a new Project 
Board put in place by the 
council after this area of 
Cowbridge was 

identified as being in 
need of comprehensive 
regeneration. 

The new board, 
established following 
this year’s local 
elections, believes there 
is great potential for a 
high quality and 
sustainable development 
of the site owing to its 
town centre location at

the heart of Cowbridge 
Conservation Area and 
adjacent to the historic 
town wall. 

Coun John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “We 
believe the regeneration 
of this site will 
strengthen the town 
centre, provide much 
needed public car 
parking, and retain the 
opportunity for the 
VMCE to deliver The 
Exchange and the 
Charter Trust to pursue 
restoring the historic 
town walls. 

“Constructive 
meetings have been held 
between the Board, the 
market operator. Glam 
Marts, and VMCE and 
the board is already 
working with Glam 
Marts to identify an 


alternative location that 
could see the livestock 
market established as 
part of an exciting new 
‘agricultural hub’ for the 
local area. 

“We know this is 
ambitious and a 
significant step up from 
what may have been 
considered in the past. 
This is an exciting 
opportunity to provide 
for a comprehensive 
redevelopment of a site 
for the benefit of 
residents, businesses and 
the wider community. 
Clearly any new

PC Mark Goulding, 
said: “Worrying 
livestock includes 
chasing the animal in a 
way that could cause 
injury or suffering. The 
Vale of Glamorgan 
neighbour beat team 
have already prosecuted 
one dog owner and will 
continue to take 
enforcement action. 

“We are trying to 
identify this dog and are 
urging its owner or 
anybody who knows 
who owns the dog to 
contact us 
immediately.” 

According to the 
National Sheep 


Association, the cost to 
the livestock owner of a 
single dog attack is 
around £200 to £300, 
but 21 per cent of 
reported single cases 
cost the farmer more 
than £1,000. 

Previously, these 
types of attacks have 
been blamed on the 
errant trespasser with 
their dogs late at night 
lamping for rabbits, but 
evidence is indicating 
that ordinary pet dogs 
can be responsible 
while off a lead on a 
country walk or even if 
left in a back garden 
without their owner 
even realising they have 
got out and are roaming 


free. 

PC Goulding added: 
“The owner of this 
particular dog may have 
no clue whatsoever 
about the damage and 
suffering that the dog is 
causing.

Discussion on future 
of local post office 


COWBRIDGE Post Office 
closed its doors on Saturday, 
September 16 leaving the 
town without a branch until a 
new location is found. 

Following the closure, a meeting 
was held between local MP Alun 
Cairns and Stuart Taylor of the 
External Relations Department of the 
Post Office following the closure, to 
discuss the future of the town’s access 
to a postal service. 

Mr Taylor expressed the Post 
Office’s wish to keep the previous 
branch open until an alternative 
operator was found, however on this 
occasion it had not been possible. 

He did however report that the 
Post Office is looking as a matter of 
priority to reach an agreement with a 
new operator who would be in a 
position to host a Post Office branch 
on a long-term basis, to avoid the 
sporadic service to which Cowbridge 
residents have been subjected in 


recent years. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Cairns said: “It is nonsensical that 
Cowbridge, the largest town in the 
rural Vale, would be left without a 
postal service. 

“It is disruptive, not only to 
residents but to local business owners 
also when they are faced with having 
to leave the town simply to visit a 
Post Office branch. 

“My meeting with Mr Taylor was 
positive and encouraging. A formal 
application has been made by a 
potential new operator of a permanent 
Post Office branch in Cowbridge and 
I have therefore contacted Mark Ellis, 
the network operations director, to 
request that consultations be carried 
out as quickly and effectively as 
possible. It is crucial that a branch is 
up and running in the town in time 
for the festive season, when the need 
for a post office is at its highest.”

LISA Rees- 

Renshaw, of Ysgol Y 
Deri in Penarth, has 
received the Gold 
Award for 

‘Outstanding Use of 
Technology in 
Education’ due to 
her ‘inspirational’ 
work in the 
classroom. 

After receiving a 
silver award last June, 
Lisa has now taken the 
highest accolade for her 
dedication and 

commitment to the 
profession. 

Lisa was one of 11 
teachers from across the 
country to win a ‘Gold 
Plato’ at the Pearson 
Teaching Awards, which 
was presented by 
television presenter Rick 
Edwards during a 
ceremony held at the 
East Wintergarden in 
London. 

Hosted by TV 
presenter, Naga 

Munchetty, alongside 
broadcaster, Sean 

Eletcher, the annual 
ceremony will be

Lisa was nominated 
for the accolade by 
pupils, parents and 
colleagues from her 
school.

pupils whose disabilities 
prevent them from 
communicating at even a 
basic level and thus from 
accessing the school 
curriculum, enjoying any 
degree of social 
interaction or 

participating in family 
activities.” 

Through her use of 
assistive technology, Lisa 
has enabled her pupils to 
communicate with 
teachers and peers, 
research academic 
subjects using the 
internet, join in activities 
with their family, share 
music with friends, use 
social media and control 
technology within their 
homes. 

One student’s mother, 
described how Lisa 
recognised her 

daughter’s love for 
music, so linked her eye¬ 
tracking device to 


software displaying a 
guitar fret-board. 

By ‘virtually’ plucking 
the strings, her daughter 
learned to join in with her 
sister’s singing, 

accompanied by her 
father on his guitar. It 
was the first time they 
were able to take part in a 
family activity together. 

Other award 

categories include 
Headteacher of the Year, 
Lifetime Achievement, 
and Outstanding New 
Teacher. 

The Pearson Teaching 
Awards is an annual 
celebration of 

exceptional teachers and 
teaching. Pounded in 
1998 by Lord Puttnam, 
they recognise the life¬ 
changing impact of an 
inspirational teacher on 
the lives of the young 
people they teach.

YOUR TOWN 
COUNCIL 
What’s it 
all about? 


WE all take our 
town councils a little 
bit for granted, and 
it is also true that a 
number of residents 
are a little bit hazy 
about a town 
council's 
responsibilities . 

In a short series of 
articles, Coun John 
Andrew will be 
explaining the history, 
powers and purpose of 
his council - in this 
case Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council. 

HE Council 
area 

comprises 
four wards: 
Cowbridge, 
Llanblethian East, 
Llanblethian West 
and Aberthin. 

Fifteen councillors 
represent these four 
wards. The 15 were 
appointed following the 
local elections in May 
of this year and will 
serve for four years. 

In fact, only one 
ward, Llanblethian East, 
was contested and in 
Llanblethian West there 
were insufficient 
candidates, so one 
councillor has been co¬ 
opted. 

The councillors all sit 
as independents. They 
do not represent any 
political party on the 
town council, although 
some of them may be 
members of a political 
party and may even 
represent that party on 


another council. 

People choose to put 
themselves forward for 
election as councillors 
for a variety of reasons 
and if elected they 
become holders of a 
public office subject to a 
code of conduct and 
legislative 
requirements. 

They must work 
together as councillors 
to serve the community 
and represent the 
interests of the whole 
community. 

Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian Town 
Council is one of over 
700 community and 
town councils in Wales, 
which are the 
‘grassroots’ - the most 
local tier of local 
government, with the 
next level being the 
Principal Councils, in 
our case the Vale of 
Glamorgan Unitary 
Authority Council. 

There are four 
members of staff 
employed by the town 
council. They are the 
Town Clerk, assistant 
Town Clerk, Amenities 
supervisor and 
caretaker. They are all 
based in Cowbridge 
Town Hall, which is 
where the council has its 
meetings. 

The full council meet 
on the third Tuesday of 
each month at 7pm and 
the meetings are open to 
the public. 

Future articles will 
provide more details on 
the workings of the 
council and its history.

elected politicians. 

Many will agree that 
these are uncertain and 
turbulent times for the 
agricultural industry and 
therefore the rural 
community as well. 

Support for our rural 
areas is diminishing as 
councils face the reality 
of budget cuts, and any 
potential Brexit policy 
changes to agriculture 
will affect the rural 
economy. 






Rachel will be

The outlook for many 
is uncertain, but I have 
hope. 

What we have as an 
industry and community 
is tenacity and 
resilience, qualities that 
are found in many of 
our rural communities. 
And we have a farming 
union that speaks up for 
our Welsh farmers. 

For those of you who 
are not familiar with the 
FUW and what we do, 
let me give you a brief 
background. 

The FUW was 
established 1955 amid 
concerns that the 
interests of Welsh 
farmers would always 
take second place to 


those of the majority of 
NFU members who 
farmed in more fertile, 
arable producing areas 
in England. 

The FUW is the only 
farming union that is 
exclusively focused on 
Welsh agriculture with 
no external decision 
making or financial 
influences. 

We advance the 
views of the farmers of 
Wales without fear or 
favour, unfettered by 
sectional or external 
financial interests. 

In 1978 the FUW 
was formally recognised 
by the UK Government 
as being authorised to 
exclusively speak on 
behalf of the farmers of 
Wales and we have 
done so ever since in 
Cardiff, London and 
Brussels. 

So, if there are any 
farming matters close to 
your heart that you want 
to talk about or if there 
is a policy query you 
have, please let me

I am certainly excited 
to talk about Farming 
Matters and look 
forward to my next 
column here in The 
GEM.

War memorial 
to US military 
personnel 
desecrated

A MEMORIAL in 
Barry to the 
memory of military 
personnel from the 
United States of 
America stationed in 
and around Barry 
during World War 
Two, has been 
desecrated. 

A vandal or vandals 
threw red paint on the 
plaque, sited at the 
entrance to the Barry 
Library on King Square. 

A South Wales Police 
spokesperson said it took 
place between dusk on 
Monday, October 9 and 
dawn of the following 
day .Reaction on social 
media has been strong. 

On the Barry At War 
Museum Twitter feed 
was: “(We) deplore this 
wanton act of mindless 
vandalism of the plaque 
commemorating the role 
of the US in WWII, 
particularly those in 
Barry.” 

Nick Colhurst took to 
Eacebook to write: 
“While unrelated, this is 


one of three incidents - 
theft and desecration - 
of St Mary Church and 
the theft of Cpl Dewi 
Pritchard’s medals from 
his widow’s home in 
Bridgend - in the last 
fortnight that show 
disrespect to our 
communities and those 
that have served in the 
Armed Eorces, whether 
British, Allied or from 
the Commonwealth. 

“And, in the run-up to 
Remembrance Sunday, 
vandalism and theft, 
such has taken place, is 
all the worse. This act 
outrages public decency. 
SHAME!” 

The Vale Mayor, and 
Armed Eorces 
champion, Coun Janice 
Charles, commented that 
she was “deeply 
saddened”.

A ‘MESH’ 

campaigner from 
Barry has welcomed 
the fact that a 
parliamentary 
debate examining 
issues surrounding 
the controversial 
medical treatment 
has taken place. 

It was held in 
Westminster Hall on 
Wednesday, October 18, 
and was called by Emma 
Hardy, the MP for 
Kingston upon Hull West 
and Hessle. 

Mesh surgery is a 
medical procedure used 
to treat incontinence and 
prolapse. 

Some women have 
reported complications 
after mesh surgery 
including debilitating 
pain, infection, 

inflammation, loss of sex 
life and mobility issues. 

Earlier this year Mrs 
Pauline Inch from Barry 
attended a parliamentary 
meeting which was 
organised to highlight the 
anguish some women 
have experienced, and 
she is pleased a debate 
has now taken place. 

Pauline told The 
GEM: “I hope I see this 
mesh banned before it 
takes me.” 


She explained that she 
had an ‘eight-by-eight- 
inch mesh’ cutting her 
internally, causing 
chronic pain, and it can’t 
be removed. 

“I am pleased to hear 
that many others are 
lucky enough to have 
theirs removed and wish 
them all the very best in 
the future.” 

Pauline added that last 
Saturday, October 21, her 
brother Michael Moore 
presented his report on 
the original mesh 
meeting held in July to 


the Unite Wales Labour 
Party Liaison 

Committee. 

She said: “The 
committee accepted his 
report and are supporting 
his aim to give mesh 
victims all the exposure 
that they deserve in their 
fight to get mesh banned 
from being used in 
humans.” 

Kath Sansom of the 
campaign ‘Sling the 
Mesh’ has called for a 
public enquiry into the 
matter.

The ‘Pass Wide and 
Slow’ campaign 
picks up speed 


THE delivery of a 
petition is a routine 
affair. Turn up at 
the building, hand 
it over with the 
ubiquitous grip- 
and-grin for a 
photo, and that is 
about it. 

Routine, unless one is 
part of group 
campaigning to keep 
riders and horses safe on 
roads, in which case you 
ride out and deliver the 
petition - which 
amassed some 1,700 
signatories - mounted on 
horseback. 

Jo Lovell and others 
in the locally-raised 
group campaigning for 
drivers to be aware of 
horses and to pass wide 
and slow (PWAS) did 
just that at the Senedd in 
late September and 
delivered the petition 
with a mounted escort 
from South Wales 
Police. 

And while Jo and her 
fellow riders did not 
emulate the Adjutant of 
RMA Sandhurst, who, 
traditionally, rides his 
horse up the steps of Old 
College and through the 
Grand Entrance at the 
end of the Sovereign’s 
Parade, it attracted 
attention and support in 
equal measure. 

Jo, who lives in 
Penarth and works in the 
third sector, takes up the 
story and explains more 
about PWAS Wales. 

“I started the 
campaign with a small 
group of friends - 
Rachel Francis 
(Penarth), Ulrtke 
Smalley (Dinas Powys) 
and Angela Baker 
(Barry) - in autumn 
2016, following an 
incident whilst riding 
with my daughter Chloe, 
and Rachel Francis. 

“We had ridden our 
horses around 
Cosmeston Lakes and 
were making our way, in 
single file, along Sully 
Road back to the stables. 
As we were approaching 
a narrow part of the road 
close to Eight Acres, a 
large car came towards 
us at a speed. “We 
signalled to the driver to 
slow down and stop until 
be had passed.” 

According to Jo, 
however, the driver did 
not slow down, but 
accelerated. 

“It caused all three 
horses to spook as there 
was little room between 
them and the car. My 
daughter’s horse threw 
Chloe onto the road. 
Luckily she wasn’t hurt 
and always wears a body 
protector whilst riding 
out. “The driver didn’t 
even stop, he just kept 
driving. If he looked in 
his mirrors he would 
have seen that she had 
come off. It was then 
that I realised we need to 
do something to raise 
awareness of how to 
drive past horses on the 
road and, in some cases, 
change attitudes.” 



Jo said that for every 
bad driver she and other 
riders encounter on the 
roads, there are hundreds 
of good ones who do the 
right thing when they 
come across horse and 
follow Rules 214 and 
215 (“Road users 
requiring extra care”) of 
The Midway Code. 

Jo said: “We don’t 
want to create a ‘them- 
and-us’ situation on the 
roads, which some days 
it feels like. 

“We are just asking 
for drivers to be more 
considerate, to recognise 
us as vulnerable road 
users and to follow our 
and signals. If we ask 
you to wait, its not that 
we are being awkward 
or think we own the 
roads, its because we 
know our horses, and 
being a lot higher up we 
can often see things 
which we know will 
scare the horse.” 

In the petition. The 
PWAS campaigners 
asked the Welsh 
Government to run - or 
provide resources for the 
relevant 

organisation/partnership 
- an annual road safety 
awareness campaign, 
similar to ‘Thi nk Bike’ 
and ‘Don’t Drink and 
Drive’. 

Said Jo: “One-off 
campaigns are easy to 
forget, but reiterating the 
message each year, 
would, we feel, have a 
more sustainable 
outcome.” 

She added that the 
Assembly staff “couldn’t 
have been more 
helpful”. 

“Lots of staff came 
outside to see the horses 
too. We met members of 
the petitions committee 
including the chair 
David J Rowland AM 
and Janet Finch- 
Saunders AM where we 
had the opportunity to 
briefly discuss the issues 
surrounding the 
petition.” 

The PWAS petition 
and campaign seems, 
already, to be making 
headway. 

The campaign was 
discussed at the Petitions 
Committee meeting on 
October 3. 

The committee has

agreed go back to the 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Economy and 
Infrastructure, Ken 
Skates AM, to seek 
resources to run the 
British Horse Society’s 
(BHS) ‘Dead? or Dead 
Slow’ Campaign 
annually, and to seek the 
views of a representative 
body in this case the 
BHS on the issue. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “We 
have long supported 
these campaigns and 
their continued efforts to 
improve the safety of 
horses and riders on our 


roads. We have been 
working closely with 
those involved in order 
to determine how best to 
maximise awareness.” 

The BHS campaign 
suggests that drivers 
should, on encountering 
a horse: slow down to 
15mph; be patient, do 
not sound their horn or 
rev their engine; pass 
wide, at least a car’s 
width; and drive slowly 
away.

‘Reorganisation could 
have huge implications 
for Vale patients’ says AM 


WELSH Government 

proposals to transfer the 
Princess of Wales Hospital to 
Cwm Taf Health Board would 
have consequences for Vale 
residents, South Wales Central 
AM Andrew RT Davies has 
said. 

Plans are under consideration to 
move the Bridgend local authority area 
out of Abertawe Bro Morgannwg 
Health Board, announced this week by 
Cabinet Secretary for Finance and 
Local Government, Mark Drakeford. 

Patients in the western Vale 
currently fall into the catchment for the 
Princess of Wales Hospital. Mr Davies 
fears that any move could see greater 
competition for services, particularly 
since Royal Glamorgan Hospital is 


located nearby in Llantrisant. 

He said it was vital that current 
provision was “maintained at the very 
least” and called on the Cabinet 
Secretary to provide assurances that 
this would be the case. 

Mr Davies said: “Many Vale 
residents rely on the services provided 
at the Princess of Wales Hospital and 
will rightly be concerned by any 
potential reorganisation in the area. 

“If it moves into the Cwm Taf 
Health Board as has been suggested, 
then there is the potential for greater 
competition for services and resources. 

“Vale residents will fear losing out 
as a result of the change and the Welsh 
Government must provide guarantees 
that this will not be the case - and offer 
an explanation as to why it thinks yet 
another reorganisation is necessary.”

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A WELSH CAPITALIST AND A SOVIET 
COMMUNIST AT COWBRIDGE USA 


THE scheduled speaker for October 
2017 cancelled at very short notice 
because of illness, so Cowbridge U3A 
was fortunate that Geoff Henderson, a 
member of Porthcawl U3A, was able to 
step in at the last minute. 

His talk was on the 19th century Welsh engineer 
and businessman John Hughes and Nikita 
Krushchev, leader of the Soviet Communist Party 
from 1958 to 1964; strange bedfellows, one might 
think. 

John Hughes was bom around 1814 in Merthyr 
Tydfil, where his father worked in Crawshay’s iron 
works. It was there that he started his career, at 14, 
as an apprentice. 

He then moved to Ebbw Vale, before joining the 
Uskside Foundry in Newport in the 1840s as 
general manager. It was here that Hughes made his 
reputation and fortune, patenting a number of 
inventions in armaments and armour plating. 

In the mid-1850s, Hughes moved to London, 
where the various companies he worked for won 
worldwide acclaim for the iron cladding of wooden 
warships for the Admiralty; Hughes was given 
much of the credit. 

In 1868, the Millwall Iron Works Company he 
managed received an order from the Russian 
Government for the armour plating of naval

fortresses being built on the Baltic Sea. Hughes 
subsequently accepted a concession from the 
Russians, who were desperate to industrialise a 
mainly agrarian country, to develop metal works in 
the region. 

He formed the New Russia Company Ltd to 
raise capital, and in the summer of 1870, at the age 
of 55, he moved to the Ukraine. He sailed with 
eight ships, with not only all the equipment 
necessary to establish an iron works, but also much 
of the skilled labour, a group of about 100 
ironworkers, miners and even some chemists, 
mostly from his native south Wales. 

The state-of-the-art works that was constructed 
had eight blast furnaces and was operational by 
1872. 

The Hughes factory gave its name to the 
settlement which grew in its shadow, and the town 
of Hughesovka (Yuzovka in Ukrainian) grew 
rapidly. Over the next 20 years, the works 
prospered and expanded, first under John Hughes 
and then, after his death in 1889, under the 
management of four of his sons. 

The city was renamed Donetsk in 1961 and 
remains a major centre of metallurgical industries. 

Unfortunately, there was a disparity between the 
working and living circumstances of the British ex¬ 
pats and the Russian employees of the business. 
The latter endured brutal working conditions (it 
was, effectively, a police state), poor pay, 14-16 
hour working days and very substandard 
accommodation. Despite cholera epidemics and 
injuries at work (nearly half the work force could 
be injured annually), few doctors were available. 

Despite this ‘capitalist exploitation’, a statue of 
John Hughes was erected in Donetsk in 2001. 

The second part of the talk focussed on Nikita 
Krushchev, bom in 1894. His coal miner father 
took him out of school early even though he was 
thought to be clever, and he became a metal 
worker in his youth. He was a troublemaker and 
was frequently fired from jobs. Kmshchev 
developed a reputation as a political agitator and, 
following the 1917 Russian Revolution, he 
gradually worked his way up the Soviet hierarchy 
to become a political commissar. He supported 
Joseph Stalin’s brutal purges in the 1920s and ‘30s 
and approved thousands of arrests and executions. 

In 1938, Stalin sent him to govern Ukraine, and 
he continued the purges there.

Khrushchev was present at the bloody defence 
of Stalingrad in World War Two, something he 
took great pride in throughout his life. 

After the war, he became one of Stalin’s close 
advisers in Moscow, surviving the frequent 
‘disposal of threats’, both real and imaginary, that 
were a feature of the mass murderer’s regime. 

Stalin’s death in 1953 triggered a power 
struggle, and Khrushchev emerged victorious. 

In 1956, he delivered a speech which denounced 
Stalin and his purges, which ushered in a less 
repressive era in the Soviet Union. 

His domestic policies, although aimed at 
bettering the lives of ordinary citizens, were often 
ineffective, especially in agriculture, but there were 
some successes, such as the low rise apartment 
blocks Krushchev had ordered to be constructed, 
which gave many workers their first real home. 

Becoming increasingly unpopular, he was 
deposed as Premier in October 1964. However, 
Krushchev did not suffer the deadly fate of 
previous losers of Soviet power struggles and was 
pensioned off with an apartment in Moscow and a 
dacha in the countryside. 

He died in 1971; apart from a bust on his grave, 
there is only one statue of him (in a Crimean 
town). 

So what was the connection between these two 
men? One was a capitalist, ‘making his wealth on 
the backs of the workers’, the other a Communist, 
in favour of socialism, but complicit in many, 
many deaths of ordinary working people. 

Essentially, they were both poorly educated, 
having left school early; John Hughes was only 
semi-literate - he was unable to write and could 
only read capital letters - and Krushchev was also 
believed to be illiterate when he started work. The 
Russian was to claim that the story of John Hughes 
turned him from a peasant to a revolutionary. Both 
began in menial jobs in the metal industry, but 
were driven by ambition to achieve more in life; in 
this they succeeded beyond their wildest youthful 
dreams. 

At the next meeting there will be a talk by Peter 
Cox on ‘GCHQ Cheltenham’ at 2pm on 
Wednesday, November 8. Visitors welcome (there 
is a small fee, which includes refreshments).

Lee signing at rugby club 


BRIDGEND ATHLETIC legend Lee 
Byrne will be signing bis Autobiography, 
The Byrne Identity, at the Bridgend 
Athletic clubhouse this coming Sunday, 
October 29, between 12pm-2pm. 

The book will make an ideal Christmas present 
for Athletic fans highlighting the highpoints and 
low points of his career which started with the 
Athletic youth. The book pulls no punches. 

Lee, like fellow British Lion Rhys Webb, has 
never forgotten his Athletic roots. Both have 
presented jerseys and other mementos to the club 
and been generous with their time at awards 
presentations and fundraising dinners. 

Lee played two seasons with the Ath youth and 
made 51 senior appearances in season 1999-2001, 
scoring 110 points from 22 tries. 

It is unlikely in these modern days of academy 
rugby that anybody will be plucked from junior 
level rugby as Lee was. He then moved to local 
club Tondu, who were playing at a higher level in 


those days, before moving on to the Scarlets, 
Ospreys, Clement Auvergne and finally Newport 
Gwent Dragons, before retiring with a recurring 
shoulder injury. 

He made 230 appearances at those senior teams, 
scoring 312 points. 

Mike Ruddock gave Lee his first cap in 2005 
and Lee was pleased that he sent him a letter when 
he was forced to retire from the game with a 
shoulder injury. 

He made 46 Welsh appearances between 2005- 
2011, scoring 50 points. Lee also played during the 
Gareth Jenkins and Warren Gatland eras. 

He went on the 2009 Lions to tour to South 
Africa when he was generally accepted as the 
world’s number one full back, but unfortunately 
injury curtailed his Lions career to the one test 
match.

Both princes have 
spoken recently about the 
impact of their mother’s 
early death and Sara was 
instrumental in setting up 
a Barnardo’s Cymru 
bereavement service for 
Cardiff to support 
children and families 
through their grief. 

She said: “It was a 
great privilege to be 
invited, to have chance to 
flag up our initiatives in 
Wales and hear the 
stories of some 
remarkable people 
working in mental health. 

“I think that having so 
much support from the 
Royals will make a big 
difference.

“I think the 
princes understand 
some of their issues 
and have really 
helped young people 
reach out, develop 
their strengths and 
build resilience 
because they 

experienced loss and 
trauma themselves. 

“Bereavement affects 
us all and we are still 
dealing with a huge 
inability in society to 
manage it in a healthy 
way.” 

Stephen Fry spoke 
about the need for people 
to talk more openly about 
their mental health and 
the Duke paid tribute to 
his wife, on her first 
public engagement since 
announcing her third 
pregnancy, for coming up 
with the idea of Heads 
Together awareness 
campaign. 

Sara, a registered 
psychiatric nurse, 

counsellor and mother of 
two lives in Caerphilly. 
Much of her work was 
done in her recent role as 
manager of Barnardo 
Cymru’s Emotional 
Health and Wellbeing 


Strategy funded by 
Cardiff Families First. 
The charity worked in 
partnership with six other 
providers on 14 mental 
health and wellbeing 
services . 

Bamardo’s Cymru set 
up the Cardiff 
Bereavement Service, 
Bounce Back listening 
service for schools, 
Free2Bee trauma- 
informed service for 
asylum seekers and 
refugee families and the 
Vale’s school-based 
counselling service. 

Sara believes she was 
invited to the reception 
following her work 
developing a child and 
adolescent to adult 
mental health services 
transition model, in 
Cardiff. The model, 
designed to help young 
people with significant 


mental illnesses to 

overcome barriers 
which could prevent 
them living a normal 
life was developed in 
consultation with 
children, young 
people and families. 

It focused on 
providing assertive 
outreach support 
workers to enable 
young people to 
access adult services, 
(housing, welfare,) 
alongside engaging in 
education and 

training opportunities 
to help them to 
develop new skills 
and feel more 

confident and 

competent in being 
more socially active. 
The model has been 
adopted by Welsh 

Government as good 
practice for all 
professionals working 
together to support 

young people through the 
transition from child to 
adult mental health 
services. It led to 

Barnardo’s gaining 
funding to provide First 
Episode Psychosis 
Service support workers 
to new local health board 
services, being set up in 
partnership between 
adult and child mental 
health services. 

Young people will be 
encouraged to 

incorporate healthy 
eating, exercise and 
socialising into their 
lives and there will be 
support for parents and 
carers when needed.

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Armando lannucci’s The Death of 


Stalin is The funniest film of the year’ 


A rmando 

lANNUCCI 
has shown 
himself to be a fine 
purveyor of sharp 
satire, having 
created TV 
series The Thick Of 
It for UK 
audiences (giving 
rise to Peter 
Capaldi’s 

firebrand Malcolm 
Tucker) and then 
going ‘across the 
pond’ to create 
Veep, which has 
been a huge 
success. 

lannucci has dabbled 
with cinema, his 2009 
big screen debut In The 
Loop (which acted as 
an unofficial bridge 
between The Thick Of It 
and Veep) critically 
acclaimed, and his new 
film. The Death of 
Stalin, is similarly set 
up to satirise and 
skewer politics - albeit 
from Russia in 1953. 

When Russian leader 
Stalin dies of a heart 


attack, the power 
vacuum soon sucks up 
many would-be leaders, 
among them Jeffrey 
Tambor’s Malenkov, 
Steve Buscemi’s 
Khrushchev, 

Simon Russell Beale’s 
Beria and Michael 
Palin’s Molotov. 

But the climb up the 
ladder is a slippery 
one and soon there are 
double dealings, back 
stabbings and worse as 
all jockey for the 
position of the new 
leader of the Soviet 
Union... 

It’s safe to say that 
life in the Soviet Union 
in 1953 wasn’t for the 
faint of heart, and this is 
established within the 
opening 10 minutes of 
the film; on the one 
hand you have the 
comedy as an 
exasperated Paddy 
Considine is forced to 
take drastic action after 
Stalin requests a 
recording of a concert 
that hadn’t been 
recorded, while you 
have the rather dramatic 
depiction of houses and 
apartments being raided 


by the security forces, 
those being t^en away 
the victims of the 
whims of the man in 
charge of the security 
forces. 

It’s this tightrope 
between humour and 
horror that Armanda 
lannucci walks 
exceptionally well in 
The Death of Stalin, a 
film that embraces the 
farcical and satirical yet 
always has a constant 
reminder that while we 
can laugh at the actions 
and intentions of these 
characters, ultimately 
there was a real cost. 

While his work with 
both The Thick of It and 
Veep has delighted in 
skewering real-world 
politics, going back 
over 60 years gives 
lannucci a new canvas 
to work on, even if the 
base of his work 
remains the same. 

Adapted from a 
graphic novel by Fabien 
Nury and Thierry 
Robin, lannucci and his 
co-writers (including 
David Schneider, a 
regular co-conspirator)

where the gag rate, and 
the success rate, is 
pretty near impeccable. 

Whether it’s a pithy 
aside or a moment 
played for broad 
comedy, every gag hits 
the spot while never 
shaking off the fact that 
it’s based on less-than- 
likeable characters. 

What adds to the 
humour (and saves you 
having to sit through 
actors doing their 
garbled bit to recreate 
the Russian intonation) 
is that everyone speaks 
in their own accent, so 
pre-death Stalin (played 
by Adrian McLoughlin) 
fits the gap between 
Lord Sugar and a 
gangland boss, Jason 
Isaacs’ magnificent 
Zhukov is a bold-as- 
brass Yorkshireman, 
Steve Buscemi’s 
Khrushchev is wily 
New Yorker, and so on. 

It means that the cast 
are unencumbered by 
accent accuracy and this 
lends itself perfectly to 
the humour (when 
Zhukov begins the end 
game, having described 
what he had done to 
Germany, he offers a 
rather hearty “I think I 
can take a flesh lump in 


a ...waistcoat” in 
reference to the slightly- 
portly Beria. 

Isaacs’ turn is broad 
and hilarious, yet 
Rupert Friend’s small- 
but-grand turn as 
Stalin’s drunkard son is 
laugh-out-loud 
hilarious, Michael 
Palin’s Molotov a 
jovial, yet quietly 
dangerous character 
(some of the absurdity 
within the story is right 
out of the Monty 
Python play book, 
giving Palin’s casting an 
extra edge), Jeffrey 
Tambor’s Malenkov, 
thrust into the role of 
unlikely leader, is a man 
vastly out of his depth 
trying to stay afloat, 
while Simon Russell 
Beale’s Beria may have 
a way with a sharp 
putdown, but he is also 
a hugely reprehensible 
character, the actor 
keeping him just the 
right side of comical 
without trivialising his 
actions. 

There isn’t a poor 
performance to be 
found in this huge 
ensemble. 

lannucci’s direction 
is also bolder and more 
and expansive, getting 


the scale of the Soviet 
Union and capturing the 
largesse of that period 
exceptionally well, 
especially as the budget 
was likely small fry 
compared to most 
period films, yet the 
direction balances the 
story, the jokes and the 
visuals with no little 
dexterity. 

It’s always fun to 
watch people scrabble 
round to achieve their 
dreams (even more so 
when they realise their 
power isn’t going to be 
enough), and the 
infighting and the 
plotting gives the film a 
zip that means that even 
at 106 minutes there is 
very little sag, a rarity 
in the comedy genre. 

It needed a careful 
and well-attuned 
sensibility to get the 
humour and the horror 
of the Soviet Union 
across, and Armando 
lannucci is that man - 
The Death of Stalin is 
easily the funniest film 
of the year so far, and a 
genuine triumph of a 
film. 

VERDICT: A superb 
piece of work, Armando 
lannucci’s sharp eye for 
satire doesn’t just stop

Pupil Premium

Government to 
introduce a Service 
Pupil Premium 
(SPP) for the 
children of HM 
Armed Forces’ 
servicemen and 
women. 

The SPP, which is 
currently only available 
to children in England 
and Northern Ireland, is 
extra funding for schools 
to support children and 
young people with 
parents in the Armed 
Forces. 

The SPP in England is 
currently £300 per pupil 
and in Northern Ireland it 
stands at £408.88 for 
primary pupils and 
£410.49 for post-primary 
pupils. 

Ms Jones commented: 
“It can be difficult for 
children with parents in 
the Armed Forces. Many 
have to change schools 


when a parent is 
redeployed, which 
affects happiness and 
school performance. 

“Let’s acknowledge 
the sacrifices of members 
of the Armed Forces in 
Wales by giving their 
children extra funding, as 
they do in England and 
Northern Ireland.” 

There is a ‘Pupil 
Deprivation Grant’ in 
Wales, however this does 
not relate specifically to 
children of Armed 
Forces’ personnel. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “Our 
‘national mission’ is to 
make sure every child 
has the opportunity to 
succeed no matter what 
their background. 

“We have written to 
the Secretary of State for 
Defence to ensure that 
service children and 
young people can 
continue to receive the 
help and support in 
school that they need.”

A LARGE, valiant, 
audience defied the 
best that Storm 
Brian could offer to 
attend a 

performance of 
Verdi’s Requiem in 
the Llantrisant 
Leisure Centre on 
October 21. 

The concert was given 
by Pontypridd and 
Cowbridge augmented 
Choral Societies, 

together with the 
Rhondda Symphony 
Orchestra, conducted by 
Jeff Ryan. 

The four soloists were 
Camilla Roberts, soprano 
(who kindly stepped in to 
the breach when the 
original soloist became 
unavailable), Joanne 
Thomas, mezzo soprano; 
Geraint Dodd, tenor, and 
Michael Dewis, bass. 
Profits from the concert 


will go to supporting the 
essential work of Ty 
Hafan. 

The Requiem was first 
performed in 1874 in 
Milan under the direction 
of the composer, in 
memory of the Italian 
poet Manzoni whom 
Verdi admired. The piece 
is probably best know for 
the terrifying (and 
instantly recognizable) 
‘Dies Irae’ that 
introduces the traditional 
sequence of the Latin 
funeral rite that is 
repeated throughout. 

Trumpets produce a 
call to judgement in the 
‘Tuba Minim’, and the 
almost oppressive 
atmosphere of the ‘Rex 
Tremendae’ creates a 
sense of unworthiness 
before the King of 
Tremendous Majesty. 

Yet the well-known 
tenor solo Ingemisco 
radiates hope for the 


sinner who asks for the 
Lord’s mercy. 

The Sanctus (a 

complicated eight-part 
fugue scored for double 
chorus) begins with a 
brassy fanfare to 

announce him ‘who 

comes in the name of the 
Lord’. 

Finally the ‘Libera 
Me’, the oldest music by 
Verdi in the Requiem, 
interrupts. Here the 
soprano cries out, 

begging, ‘Deliver me. 
Lord, from eternal 
death... when you will 
come to judge the world 
by fire.’ 

With a full orchestra, 
and over 100 singers the 
concert gave a rousing 
rendition of the work and 
the very appreciative 
audience clapped all 
participants long and 
hard at the conclusion.

Keep your dog at 
ease during the 
‘firework season’ 


DOGS Trust Bridgend, is 
urging dog owners to build a 
‘doggy den’ in their homes in a 
bid to make dogs feel safe and 
secure during an often 
terrifying time for their four 
legged friends. 

Experts from the Pen-y-Fai-based 
rehoming centre recognise that 
firework season, which includes 
Bonfire night, Hallowe’en and New 
Year’s Eve is often a very stressful 
time for both dog and owner due to the 
unusual sights, smells and 
exceptionally loud noises, which often 
surprise dogs during the evening hours 
when they are settling down to sleep. 

Angela Wetherall, rehoming centre 
manager at Dogs Trust Bridgend 
explains how creating a safe 
environment can help: “Many of us 
enjoy the experience of fireworks but 
for our dogs it’s often a terrifying 
experience. 

“Dogs have approximately four 
times more sensitive hearing than us, 
and also have a more extensive range 
of hearing - they can hear much higher 
frequency sounds than we can - so just 
imagine how loud a firework bang is 
for a dog. 

“The smells and flashing light of 
fireworks are also unusual for dogs. 
Fireworks tend to be sudden, 
unpredictable and bright, this cocktail 
of effects can often have a profoundly 
negative impact on dogs. 

“One tip we have for concerned dog 
owners is to create a dog den, a haven 
where dogs can feel safe and secure. 
The den should be built away from 
hubbub of the family home, 
somewhere quiet where the dog can 
rest peacefully. 


“This will very much be a safe space 
for the dog, but they should be able to 
move in and out of the den freely. 
Making it as cosy and snug as possible 
is a must but Fenton should be able to 
see out of the den should he wants to. 

“Concerned owners should seek 
veterinary advice before fireworks 
night if their dogs are very scared or 
panic due to fireworks.” 

Dogs Trust staff will also be going 
the extra mile to make the dogs in their 
care feel as comfortable as possible 
during firework season. 

Top tips on creating a dog den: 

Use an indoor dog crate or chairs 
and/or a table covered in blankets to 
create the safe space - using blankets 
over the top will help muffle the bangs. 

Fill the den with soft blankets, 
pillows and a few familiar items that 
smell of your dog to make him feel 
comfortable, a few items smelling of 
their owner would be a bonus. 

Make sure your dog has access to 
clean drinking water in their den, a 
non-slip bowl would be an advantage 
to avoid spills. 

Add some of their favourite toys to 
the den; they have positive 
associations with them so will help 
them feel at ease. 

Keep a radio or the TV playing as 
this will help to mask the sounds of the 
fireworks outside.

The charity quotes 
the example of a 
‘Roger’, 36-year-old 
manager of a computer 
company. In the past 
he’s dreaded having to 
organise his firm’s 
annual bash. 

Roger said: “Some of 
my co-directors have 
been in business since 
the 1970s, when all-day 
drinking was considered 
the point of any 
Christmas party, 

“They used to order 
constant rounds and 
everyone else had to 
keep up. By about 
seven o’clock we all felt 
completely trashed.” 

After too many 
hungover telephone 
calls to restaurants 
apologising for the 
previous night’s 
behaviour (and trying to 
locate lost coats and 
handbags) Roger 
decided to ring the 
changes. 

He said: “These days 
I try and make sure that 
there’s plenty of mineral 
water available on the 
tables for everyone and 
that people don't feel 
pressured to order 
alcohol. 

“Most staff still enjoy 
a drink, but it does help 
calm everything down.”

options 

The good news is 
that soft drinks are no 
longer seen as an 
unsophisticated option. 


With upmarket organic 
lemonade and cola, plus 
a wide range of alcohol- 
free cocktails 
increasingly available, 
taking a breather from 
the wine, beer or spirits 
does not have to be 
boring. 

Alternating alcohol 
with softer options 
helps you make the 
most of the night ahead. 

Non-alcoholic drinks 
keep you hydrated and 
ensure that you are still 
partying when others 
have long since flaked 
out. 

He added: “One of 
the things I’ve realised 
is that pacing yourself is 
important. 

“If you slow down 
with the wine, you get 
to enjoy a proper chat 
with people you might 
not have really spoken 
to all year.” 

PARTY TIPS: 

Eat before the party 
- You ’re on a road to 
nowhere if you decide 
to swap dinner for a 
couple of drinks, as it 
gives the alcohol a 
head-start on your 
system. 

To slow down the 
effects eat a meal 
(preferably with 
carbohydrates like 
pasta or bread) and 
grab some nibbles once 
the party starts. 

Find out how much is 
too much - Government 
guidelines recommend 
men stick to three to 
four units of alcohol 
(that’s two pints of beer 
or four single vodkas) 
per day, while for 
women it’s two to three 
units (one 175ml glass 
of wine or three single 
vodkas). 

Watch out for over- 
generous party 
measures that mean you 
end up drinking more 
than you’d really like. 

Plan your journey 
home - Don’t leave 
yourself vulnerable on 
the way back from the 
party. Either organise a 
lift from a non-drinking 
friend, or split a taxi 
with work colleagues 
that takes you straight 
to your door.

CALL FOR NEW LAW TO PROTECT 
EMERGENCY SERVICES STAFF 


SOUTH Wales 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner, Alun 
Michael, has added 
his support to calls 
for MPs to back a 
new law with 
stronger sentences 
for those who 
assault emergency 
services workers 
while on duty. 

On October 20, a 
Private Members Bill 
drafted by Rhondda MP 
Chris Bryant went before 
Parliament seeking to 
protect paramedics, 
nurses, firefighters. 


police and other 999 staff 
who are abused, attacked 
or spat at while carrying 
out their work. 

According to 

information from the 
Police Federation of 
England and Wales 
(PFEW), attacks against 
police officers are 
‘unacceptably high’: one 
every 15 seconds 
according to latest 
estimates. 

In June this year, 
figures released by South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service (SWFRS) 
detailed a 158 per cent 
increase in the number of 
attacks against its crews 


in the last 12 months. 
Crews across the Service 
area have been victims of 
verbal and physical 
abuse, as well as having 
objects, including bricks 
and fireworks, thrown at 
them as they respond to 
incidents in local 
communities. 

Further to the above, 
figures published in 
December 2016 

illustrated that over 
18,000 NHS staff in 
Wales were physically 
attacked at work over a 
period of five years and 
11,000 were subjected to 
a verbal assault. 

Prior to the second 


reading of the Bill in the 
House of Commons this 
week.

“Every hour of every 
day, the bravery,

between the police and 
community, which is at 
the heart of our model of 
policing. 

“In south Wales, an 
average of nine officers 
are assaulted each week 
and around 11 officers 
will be absent from work 
as a result of recovering 
from injury through 
assault. That is unfair to 
those officers and as a 
result communities lose 
the contribution of these 
individuals who strive to 
keep them safe. 

“Part of the problem 
comes from outside 
south Wales, for example 
an officer was stabbed in 
a drugs raid in the last 
month and this is 
indicative of drugs gang 
related violence which 
follows what police call 
‘County Lines’.” 

Speaking ahead of the 
second reading, Mr 
Bryant said: “I am urging 
every single MP to turn 
up to vote for this bill to 
protect the protectors it’s 
the least they deserve. It 
is already a specific 
offence to attack a police 
officer conducting their 
duties, but that provision 


is far too weak and has 
proved ineffective in 
protecting officers. 
Prosecutions are rare, 
sentences are extremely 
lenient, and there is still 
no legal protection for 
paramedics, doctors or 
nurses. What my poll 
shows is that my 
constituents and the 
country think it is high 
time to change the law.” 

If passed, the Crime 
(Assaults on Emergency 
Staff) Bill would make 
attacks on emergency 
services workers such as 
police, fire and 
ambulance crews an 
aggravated offence.

Power Station team 
is always willing to 
lend a hand in local 
community 
activities, especially 
when it involves the 
environment. 

Teams from the power 
station took part in two 
events to clean up areas 
on the local land and 
shoreline recently. 

More than 50 
volunteers faced the cold 
to come together to 
support and protect the 
biodiversity within the 
reserve. Everyone left 
their regular jobs and 
were put to work to get 
the site ready for autumn 
and winter. 

The volunteers came 
from Aberthaw Power 
Station, Valeways, Welsh 
Government, Natural 
Resources Wales, The 
Wildlife Trust, Waitrose 
and site contractor 
Noonan, and joined by 
locals. 

The teams were split 
up to tackle some of the 
more challenging tasks, 
including path 

restoration to improve 
access to visitors, 
invasive sea buckthorn 
trees were removed and a 
ditch was cleared of 
overgrown weeds to 
encourage insects for the 
native birds. 

A major sweep for 
litter and debris was also 


carried out on the 
adjacent shingle beach 
and sand dunes, and 
graffiti was painted over 
on the sea wall. 

East Aberthaw Nature 
Reserve is owned by 
Aberthaw Power Station 
and located to the east of 
the site. The area 
contains a saline lagoon, 
one of only four in Wales 
and home to a unique 
habitat for local animals, 
flora and fauna. Regular 
guided walks are held on 
the site throughout the 
seasons, led by the 
Wildlife Trust. The 
management of the 
reserve is in done in 
conjunction with the 
Wildlife Trust, which 
recommends the tasks 
and advises on the 
importance of

The team was supporting 
Keep Wales Tidy as part 
of its ‘Be Tidy’ campaign 
that ran through the 
whole of September.

Aberthaw Power Station 
manager said: “It is 
important that staff 
support these local 
events, as many live in 
the local area. Our station 


is a large part of the local 
environment and we will 
do all we can to protect 
and preserve local 
ecosystems and 

biodiversity. We would 
like to thank everyone 
who has supported the 
conservation day and 
who has attended the 
guided nature walks 
across the summer.”

“I am really looking forward to this next stage 
where we will be able to actually fit the devices 
and ‘gift’ better hearing to people who really need 
it.” 

Providing access to hearing care opens up a 
whole new world of opportunity. It connects 
individuals to life and helps them accomplish more 
than they ever thought possible. 

“Hearing aids help bridge the gap at school, 
work and life for children and adults with hearing 
loss and the Eoundation works to empower the 
people it helps toward a better life and knowing 
how they too can improve the lives of others.

‘Welsh Government 
must stop passing 
the huck’ says AM 


THE Welsh 

Government must 
take responsibility 
for its failure to 
provide a fairer 
funding settlement 
for the Vale, South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has said. 

The draft Local 
Government Settlement 
includes plans for the 
Vale’s funding to be cut 
by 0.4 per cent next year 
despite calls for the area 
to receive a fairer slice of 
the cake. 

The UK Government’s 
new fiscal framework 
guarantees that at least 
£1.20 will be spent in 
Wales for every £1 spent 
in England and Mr 
Davies said this was a 
“clear sign” the blame 
for poor public services 
rested with Cardiff Bay. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Welsh Government 
Ministers last year 
enthusiastically wel¬ 
comed a new funding 
settlement from 


Westminster, which 
guarantees at least 20 per 
cent more funding for 
Wales. 

“Despite this, the Vale 
is seeing its budget cut 
yet again and the reason 
for this is simple - poor 
management of public 
finances by the Welsh 
Government. 

“Sadly, instead of 
tackling the problems 
head on, they’ve decided 
to pass the buck. I’m 
certainly not advocating 
tax rises, but the Welsh 
Government now have 
the tools to raise more 
money. 

“If they cannot 
manage our finances 
properly they should be 
the ones who take 
responsibility. 

“Instead, they’ve tried 
to let someone else deal 
with their incompetence. 

“It’s not fair that 
council tax payers in the 
Vale should have to 
suffer because ministers 
cannot get a grip of the 
situation.”

ON October 18, Vale AM 
Jane Hutt hosted the 
launch of The Rhodri 
Morgan Life Ethics 
Fellowship in memory of 
the work of former First 
Minister Rhodri Morgan. 

It started the ethical debates 
with Kidney Wales when Wales 
became the first country in the UK 
to introduce an ‘opt out’ system 
for organ donation. 

Funded by Kidney Wales with 
the College of Human and Health 
Sciences of Swansea University 
and Wales Kidney Research Unit, 
the Fellowship offers an 
opportunity to investigate ethics 
involving paediatric organ 
donation, transplantation and 
dialysis. 

It is open to anyone living or 
working in Wales and offers an 
opportunity to travel to regions 


such as North America and South 
Africa. 

Ms Hutt said: “The Fellowship 
is a wonderful way to remember 
Rhodri and his commitment to 
organ donation. He was a Patron 
of Kidney Wales and attended the 
Cardiff Walk for Life and many 
Kidney Wales events as an MP 
and an AM. He took a great 
interest in the law on deemed 
consent. 

“It is important to reflect that 
back in those early days we were 
constantly being challenged about 
the proposed legislation. There 
was much debate and scrutiny of 
the Bill but in that process hearts 
and minds were changed. 

“As Wales prepares to mark 
two years of deemed consent, it is 
encouraging to see that England is 
keen to follow our lead. 

“Organ donors provide an 
important gift to many people. 


who without their help would not 
have had the chance to live a full 
and healthy life. 

“That is why I’m glad that 
Colin and Bet Burgess from Barry 
in my constituency, who have 
been personally involved in organ 
donation have been able to join us 
- they have been allies of ours 
throughout the organ donation 
debate in Wales.” 

Prof Roy Thomas of Kidney 
Wales said: “We are delighted to 
be launching this Fellowship. The 
discussions on organ donation 
were the largest bioethical debates 
in the UK. 

“Devolution provided an 
opportunity for Welsh people from 
the Church to the Media to discuss 
life ethics. This Fellowship in 
Rhodri’s name allows us to 
continue important ethical 
debates.”

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Looking back with 
Brian Lee to 1956 


LONG-TIME GEM columnist Brian 
Lee, with the help of his out of print 
The Races Came Off - The story of 
Point-To-Point Racing in South and 
West Wales, takes a look at what was 
happening during the 1956 Welsh 
hunt-racing season. 

GREY FRIAR 11 v SYLVESTER 11 
A feature of the 1956 season were the 
duels between the two greys, 
Sylvester 11 and Grey Eriar 11. The 
first time they met was at the 
Pentyrch where Sylvester 11, ridden 
by Miss Jean Nuttall, scored by two 
lengths from Mr Williams’ Grey friar 
11, who was ridden by Miss Rose 
Walters (Rose Harry, as she became, 
and her husband Sid bred and 
trained many good point-to-pointers 
such as Eitz, Havelotte and Ernie The 
Milk). 

A week later in a match between 
these two in the adjacent hunts’ ladies’ 
race at the Tredegar Farmers, Grey 
Friar 11, in receipt of 101b, won by a 
short head. 

When they met for the third time at 
the Glamorgan at Penllyn, Sylvester 11 
seemed to have his race won a hundred 
yards from the finish, but Rose 
Walters, riding for all she was worth, 
urged her mount on and won by a head. 
The crowd really appreciated the sight 
of these two horses battling out the 
finish, and both riders, were loudly 
applauded on returning to the paddock. 

The following Saturday both 
Sylvester 11 and Greyfriar 11 found 
themselves in the winners’ enclosure at 
the Llangibby at Penhow. Sylvester 11 
finished alone to take the members’ 
race after his solitary rival failed to 
complete the course, and Greyfriar 11 
made it three wins in a row when 
comfortably accounting for Dark 
Island in the adjacent hunts’ ladies’ 
race. 

The final meeting between these 
two came at the Llangeinor, at Penllyn, 


where Sylvester 11 made a brave 
attempt to get back in the race after 
losing a lot of ground in the early 
stages. 

But the danger, if any, to Grey Friar 
11 was the Carmarthenshire horse, 
Llwyn Perion, the only other runner, 
who eventually finished second with 
gallant old Sylvester 11 taking third 
and last place. 

So ended a remarkable season for 
the five-year-old Grey Friar 11. As for 
poor old Sylvester 11, now in his 13th 
year, his reign as the leading ladies’ 
horse was sadly over. 

At Pentyrch a crowd of nearly 
10,000 were disappointed to find that 
only two horses. Spurn Head and 
Sweet Nook, had been declared to run 
in the men's open race. Not 
surprisingly the match resulted in a 
three lengths win for Spurn Head. 

It was here that Colin Davies, later 
to become famous as the trainer of 
triple Champion Hurdle winner 
Persian War, rode his first winner on 
his Lavender Green, who landed the 
members’ race by a distance. 

In the adjacent hunts’ race, Stoney 
Bridge, ridden by St Athan farmer’s 
son Jim Thomas, gave five pounds and 
a beating to Shan’s Pet. 

Shan’s Pet was ridden by Rhondda 
sheep farmer Tom Morgan later to 
become famous as the owner/trainer 
of Wales’ most prolific point-to-point 
Mandryka, which was ridden by his 
daughter Shan. 

Later, Spurn Head and Stoney 
Bridge brought honour to Wales when 
finishing first and second respectively 
in the Tredegar Hunters Chase at 
Chepstow Racecourse.
